(fou), now in France, was mainly responsible for its development. Frequente 
is used for vacuum vessels, high vol's:ge armatures, condensers, etc. Its 
disadvantage is that it is rathor fra;ile and expensive to produca, but it is 
quite competitive with the Slemens pm:duet which is mainly made out of plass 
and hes a low thermal resistance (400 degrees Centigrade) while Frecuenta 
has a thermel resistence of 600 derre: s Jonticrade. 
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
